40,000 LETTERS AND TELEGRAMS 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 15—Charges—epe- 
cific and sensational—that the dynamite 
conspiracy was conducted with full knowl- 
edge of members of the executive board of 
the International Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers, mcluding Pres- 
dent Frank M. Ryan, were made public to- 
night dy District Attorney Charles W. Mil- 
ler. 

The district attorney alleges that the con- 
spiracy, extending over years, was recorded 
on paper, and that Ortie E. McManigal, the 
confessed dynamiter, was shifted over the 
country on missions of destruction. 

It was declared today that the\prosecution 
of the defendants—there are fifty-four, of 
whom forty-eight have been arrested or 
taken into @#ustody—will proceed with gpeed 
and that the cases likely wil) be carried 
through the summer. The defendants who 
have not yet been taken are William K. Ben- 
son, John J. MoCray, Frank K. Painter, 
Patrick Ryan, Milton H. Davis, and J. w. 
Irwin. . 


Basis of Prosecution. 

District Attorney Miller, in 
startling charges tonight, announced the 
contents of an indictment known 4s that 
covering ‘* unconsum acts ot the con- 
the government intends to conduct ite prose- 

The indictment charges Ryan, Herbert 8. 
Hockin of Detroit, Michael J. Young of Bos- 
ton, John T. Butler of Buffalo, and Frank 
C. Webb of New York, with conducting the 
conspiracy through the mall, and names all 
of the fifty-four defendants as abettors. 

It declares that a regular system of point- 

ing out. nonunion steel and iron construction 
jobs was carried on and that the executive 
members not only contributed money to buy 
explosives, but assisted in the work Me- 
Manigal was to do. 
The basis of all the charges lies chiefly in 
40,000 letters and te taken from the 
iron workers’ international headquarters. 
These letters purport to be between Ryan, 
Hockin, Webb, and various other officials 
and business agents. 


Allegations in Indictment. 

The principal allegations in the indictment 
are: 

That from San Francisco in January, 1908, 
Ryan wrote to J. J. McN a in Indian- 
apolis that he had looked ‘over a job in 
Clinton, Ia., and described a new bridge 
there that was later blown up. 

That Edward Clark at Cincinnati, in Feb- 
ruary, 1908, wrote to McNamara, saying 
“It would be a foolish thing for me to bu 
‘any explosives here where I am well known. 
I have sized up the whole job here and 
know that it cah be done. If this sounds 
good to you, lét me hear right away.” 

That, Webb wrote to McNamara from New 
York Aelling about jobs that were to be 
blown up in Boston in 1900 and of his having 
talked to Michael J. Young about these jobs, 
saying: Mike wants to see your friend 
(meaning McManigal) that was in the east 
onde before. Can you get him to come here 
to do a job for mer? Mike will furnish 
finances.” 

That McNamara wrote to Webb in answer 
that the Boston and New York jobs were 
being considered. 

That Webb again wrote to McNamara de- 
scribing the new opera house in Boston, tell- 
ing where derricks could be blown up, and 
when the guards were on and off duty. 


Letters Laid to McNamara. 

That McNamara in 1000 wrote letters to 
powder companies negetiating for explo- 
sives, the negotiations being similar to those 
which resulted in the blowing up ot the Los 
Angeles Times building. . . 

That McNamara wrote to P. J. Morrin, St. 
Louls, in March, 1910, about jobs that were 
later blown up there. 

That Charles Buem, at Minneapolis in April, 
1010 wrote McNamara that he hed taken 
photographs of nonunion jobs that were in 
course of construction and would send them 
to him. oe 

That Ryan from New York wrote to McN 


mara in April, 1010, as follows: In regard 


to the McClintic-Marshall jobs, let Legleitner 


attend to the jobs in his district. Let Butler 


attend to the jobs at Buffalo and Rochester. 
Hockin arrange for the Cleveland and De- 
troit and Cincinnati! jobs. Morrin can attend 
to Mt. Vernon.

He added that he 
would not attend the dinner. 


Six Lorimerites on Committee. 

In view of the declinations of the two in- 
voluntary members, attention is called to the 
presence on the committee of six Lorimerites 
and the open avowal of opposition to the 
“ socialistic fallacies of initiative, referen- 
dum, and recall. It is these same ideas that 
have filled. Mr. Lorimer with alarm. 

At the same time Mr. Mulliken and others 
of the committee are vigorous in their de- 
nial that any partisan influence is contem- 
pleted, They say that partieanship is the 
particular rock they intend to avoid.

Mr. Reynolds, when seen in Coronado dur- 
ing the evening, stated that his absence from 
Chicago until April 1 would prevent his at- 
tending the dinner and he would decline to 
serve on the committee. He added that he 
believed Mr. Mulliken and his associates 
meant well in the move and that he did not 
think partisan politics were involved. 

The turn of affairs resulting from the ac- 
tion of Mr. Stevens and Mr. Reynolds will 
be discussed this afternoon in the offices of 
Mr. Mulliken, who is president of the rail- 
way supply house of Pettibone, Mulliken 
& Co. It already has been arranged to 
have the exposition of the organization’s 
purpose set forth by Mr. Mulliken, and an- 
other address by W. E. Clow. There will 
be two other speeches, both by Chicago men. 


Aim at National Movement.

It indorsed 
the proposal to get some contractor to place 
money in the city’s treasury for the privilege 
of getting the garbage. 

The crusade of the women was decided 
upon yesterday morning at a meeting held 
im the offices of the Woman's City club in 
the Northwestern University bulliding. 


Delegates Represent 7,000 Woman. 

“We had an informal conference of rep- 
resentatives ‘from orgahizations heving a

| epen bags containing the clothing and other 


parephernalia of the game and on each 
bag are the initials of the owner. It l- 
dent that the knowledge that an article be- 
longs to another boy is sufficient guaranty 
that it will bé unmolested. 

“ Contrast with this typical situation in an 
English public shool the condition in our 
own schools. Not only is the American high 
school boy often without the moral stand- 
ard which prevents the appropriation of 
articles not his own are within eaay 
reach, but steelmaker and locksmith have 
not yet devised a locker which fs strong 
enough to withstand his strength or ingen- 
ty.

Offenders in “Best” Families. 

Mr. Johnson says this condition cannot de

“The writer,” he continues, was speak 
ing before a meéting of parents in an aristo- 
cratic suburb on the morgh phases of bigh 
school life, and in the discussion that fol- 
lowed one gentleman felt called upon to de- 
fend the moral standarde of the community 
by claiming that any such condition as I 
described was due to the presence in the 
schools of the children of foreigners.

SENTENCE TO WORK ASSAILED. 


Lawyers Contend Labor Cannot Be Re- 
quired of Prisoner Except Under 
Conviction for Crime. 


Spring hela III., Feb. 18.—In the case of 
the city of Chicago vs. James Williams, 
which will be argued in the Supreme court 
tomorrow, ‘attorneys for Williams contend 
that prisoners cannot be compelled to work 
out fines assessed against thém for the 
Violation of city ordinances. 

Williams was arrested Nov. 8, 1911, in 
Chicago, charged with keeping a gambling 
house. He was fined $100 and costs and sent 
to the bra to work out the fine at the 
rate of 50 cents a day. 

Contending that the defendant cannot be 
forced fo labor unless convicted of a crime, 
Williams’ lawyers cite the thirteenth amend- 
ment to the United States constitution, as 
follows:

St. Paul Railroad company, who is struggling 
through bankruptcy with five loan sharks 
clinging to his neck.

Judge Landis was forced to the conclusion 
that the loan sharks must have had able 
legal accomplices in weaving their webs and 
extorting their usury. He realized that some 
of these lawyers might be members of the 
bar practicing in the federal courts, and 
therefore officers of his court, representa- 
tives of the judiciary of the United States. 
He announced in open court that he felt it 
time to clean house, demanded of the loan 
companies present the names of their atter- 
neys, and ordered them subpoeneed td ap- 
pear before him at the afternoon, session. 
In 2 his action Judge roe 
said: 

To the friends of the court I want to aan : 
that it is a question in my mind whether 
any lawyer will be permitted to practice in 
my court who continually from day to day 
is aMiliated with these nefarious loan men.” 

In -the afternoon there appeared before 
the judge a number of attorneys who ex- 
cused themselves in various ways for hav- 
ing done legal work for loan companies. 


Attorney Defends Loan Sharks. 

Attorney Charlies R. Napier plunged into 
the law and ethics of the relation between 
attorney and client, and ed the right of 
a y lender to. er from the bor- 
rower the amount of money actually loaned 
and the right and duty of an officer of the 
court to assist him in obtaining money law-.

CUTS RATES OF POSTAGE. 


Packages of Eleven Pounds Max- 
imum Weight to Be Carried 
for 25 Cents. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—{ Special. )}— 
The house committee on postoffice and post 
roads today by an almost unanimous vote 
inserted in the postoffice appropriation bill 
for the next fiscal year a pprovision fora Um- 
ited parcels post. This bill carries a total 
appropriation of about $270,000,000. , 

Beginning July 1 next anc until June 30, 
1914, the bill provides for a limited parcels 
post, pending the investigation of the gen- 
eral parcels post question by a commission 
which is recommended and which would be 
expected to report to congress well within 
the two year period. 

The limited parcels post is defined as fol- 
lows: aii 
That on all rural mall delivery routes of 
the United tSates until June 30, 1914, the 
postmaster at the starting point of such 
route shall receive and deliver to the car- 
rier or carriers of said routes all articles, 
parcels, or packages not prohibited to the 
mails by law and falling under the defini- 
tion of fourth class matter and not weigh- 
ing in excess of eleven pounds, for trans- 
portation and delivery on said routes only; 
and the carriers shall receive at interme- 
diate points on all rural routes such mall 
matter of the fourth class for delivery on 
thelr respective routes only. 


Would Reduce Postage Rates. 

“Postage shall be paid on all articles, 
parcels, or packages entitled to transporta- 
tion under the provisions of this act as 
matter of the fourth class on rural mail 
delivery routes only at the following rates: 
One cent for each two ounces or less, 2 
cents for more than two ounces but not 
more than four ounces, 3 cents for more 
than four ounces but not more than eight 
ounces, 4 cents for more than eight ounces 
buts not more than twelve ounces, 5 cents 
for more than twelve ounces but not more 
than a pound, and 2 cents per pound for 
each additional pound or fraction thereof 


up to and including a total of eleven : 


pounds. 

This would make the maximum charge 
for a parcel over the rural post 25 cents. 

Under existing conditions, Uncle Sam often 
carries parcels through his mails for foreign 
senders and receivers at a lower rate than 
he charges his own citizens for domestic 
services and of greater weight than would 
be permissible at home. 


Concession to Mail Clerks. . 

The anomaly of doing things for the for- 
eign user of the malls that are not done for 
the domestic user would cease if congress 
adopted the bill as reported to the house. 

In addition to these changes, the postal 
appropriation bill provides for the classifica- 
tion of the railway mail clerks—an end which 
they have been struggling for many years to 
attain; removes the so-called gag regula- 
tions, hampering organization in the claasi- 
fied postal service and interfering with the 
presentment of grievances to congressmen 
by members of that service, and prohibits 
the dismissa! of any employé in the classified 
service without a written statement of cause 

Because of opposition in the committee to 
increasing the work of the rural carriers 
and adding to the expense of their equipment 
by introducing the parcels post on their routes 
without extra compensation, an amendment 
was added to the bill increasing the pay of 
rural carriers to $1,074 a year for the stand- 
ard route of twenty-four miles and for all 
other routes in proportion. The standard 
route now pays $1,000 a year.

Security company, which were the Roth- 
schild concerns that failed in 1004. with lia- 
bilities upward of $2,000,000. 


Money ‘Inherited by Her. 

“It is true,“ she said, “‘ that I intend to 
surrender this money. I feel that not a cent 
of it belongs to me. 

“In Ngvember my New York attorney 
informed me in St. Louis that a will of Mr. 
Rothschild had been féund teaving me sums 
in New York safety deposit vaults in excess 
of $500,000. I am going there to claim it 
and turn it—every penny—back to the re- 
ceivers of the bank. 

“This money has worried me terribly. My 
iliness is both mental and physical, the last 
from the Nevada climate. My husband is 
ever before me. He died in my arms in Sing 
Sing. He had only two more months to 
serve. Then would have come liberty and 
I can vividly fancy him hustling around to 
pay back every cent that his trouble cost. 


Some Money Already Returned. 

“I understand that already the receivers 
have been able to pay back 60 cents on the 
dollar, so that with my $500,000 there 
shouldn’t be much of a balance left to Mr. 
Rothschild’s discredit. If there isa few hun- 
dred over I shall be content with that. What 
do I care for a few hundred anyway? 

Mr. Rothschild was a wonderful, good 
man. I have been told that he confessed to 
clear up transactions in which he wasn't en- 
tirely to blame. I know that I never should 
be content with the use of that money, be- 
cause it would be first wish to clean up 
every indebtedness.’ 

David Rothechil® was described as the 
king of get rich quick men when District 
Attorney W. T. Jerome was prosecuting him 
in 1904. His methods included a juggiing of 
securities between his different concerns, two 
of which were nothing else than loan shark 
banks. 

Even in the bigger Federal bank of New 
York Rothschild was proved to have estab- 
lished a system of usury whereby some loans 
were made and dig interests and Mscounts 


Paid Off All Debts Once Before. 
He had been in the Tombs twice. For 


passing worthless notes in banks al) over 
the country in 1897T—amounting to losses of 
$500,000—the banks caused his arrest. But 
the criminal proceedings failed some way or 
another. After his arrest he went into 
bankruptcy and reéstablished himself in the 
confidence of the financial world by paying 
off all his debts. The money was swiftly 
accumulated in a stock brokerage business. 

So prosperous did Rothschild become that 
he turned his attention from the brokerage 
business, organizing the Equitable National 
bank and engaging Cornelius Van Cott, 
postmaster of the city of N. York, as 
president. One day a bank examiner un- 
covered a certain quantity of securities of 
the dank that were connected with hie for- 
mer frauds. | Rothschild withdrew the se- 
curities. 

His retiring from S0 with the bank 
followed an altercation with Van Cott, who 
objected to Rothschild’s practice of walking 
about his offices in his shirt sleeves. 
Hundrede of poor Hebrews—workers in 
New York sweat shops—were among the de- 
positors in the Federal bank.

BAD FAITH IS CHARGED. 


Slow in Changing Service; Twigg 
Tries to Block Action on

The council committee on gas, oil, and 
electric light yestérday recommended an 


ordinance prohibiting the “ tick-tick tele 
phone, except on consent of the subscriber. 
This was done after the Chicago Telephone 
company had submitted a new device which 
its representatives asserted met every ob- 
jection brought against the nickel first "’ 
coin box. It was a push button attachment 
that will flash the operator without the 
use of a nickel. 

President B. E. Sunny of the company said 
the committee didn't want to consider 
the device. Instead it condemned the com- 
pany for its previous attitude toward the 
city council and passed the ordinance on 
the theory that if the device complies with 
the requirements laid down it can be in- 
stalled. 

Committee Waits in Vain. 

The committee had postponed actior for 
two weeks at the request of the company 
on the statement that a “remedy for the 
complaints was being prepared. In the 
meantime the company agreed to restore to 

“ nicke) last service the telephones of all 
subscribers on party lines on which a ma- 
jority of the subscribers asked for the 
change. It was stated that only fifty-eight 
7 telepphones of the 12,000 on the Normal, 
| Stewart, and Wentworth exchange have been 
| changed during the two weeks. Subscribers 
to the number of 646, who requested the, 
change, were told a majority on their une 
had not filed similar requests. Others num- 
bering 115 withdrew their requests it was 
said. 


Questions Phone Statement. 

Tou have sald a majority of the party 
line subscribers in these cases have not re- 
quested the change, said Ald. James B. 
Bowler, * but I doubt if that is corect.”’ 

In reply to a question from the alderman 
Mr. Sunny had said the company had a 
long standirf&& rule against furnishing a sub- 
scriber with the names of the other sub- 
scribers on the line with him. This, the 
committee held, prevented any check on the 
question whether a majority had petitioned 
for nickel last service.

WIFE AND DAUGHTER NEAR. 


Eight Year Estrangement Ended When 
He Became III. 


—ů— 


A partial estrangement of eight years’ 
duration terminated a short time ago with 
the gradual failure in health of Edwin 
F. Brown, former president ot the Monroe 
National bank. He died early yesterday 
morning at the Chicago Athletic associa- 
tion after a six months’ |))ness. 

With the advancement of his ailments his 
wife and daughter, Mise Lucile Brown, long 
the only oceupants of the Evanston family 
residence, forgot their feelings and came 
to see him more and more often. Early 
Thursday morning Mrs. Brown went to his 
bedside and stayed there until his death. 


Developed an Auto Tricycle. 

Mr. Brown was born in Auburn, Mo., on 
Jan. 26, 1862,’ and was brought to Chicago 
by his father shortly afterward, succeeding 
to his place as president of Brown Brothers, 
in which he owned control at the time of 
his death. His early business life was with 
bicycle companies and here he developed 
a steam tricycle that was successful in opera- 
tion, attaining a speed of twenty miles an 
hour, and the first self-propelling road ve- 
hicle of the sort. This was exhibited at Chi- 
cago's first automobile show. 

He became a special bank examiner under 
the controllership of Charles G. Dawes in 
1896, and later served as receiver for a num- 
ber of local banks. In 1908 he organized the 
Manufacturers’ bank of Chicago, converting 
it into the Monroe National bank in 1906. 
This was absorbed by the Central Trust com- 
pany of Illinois a few months ago, and Mr. 
Brown became a vice president and member 
of the executive committee of the larger in- 
stitution. During the Republican campaign 
of 1900 he served as treasurer of the national 
committee, but was not generally active in 
politics.

Magnates Suggest Action to Stop Raise 
ing Pitching Mounds. 


New York, Feb. 15.—The National league 
today adopted the new national agreement. 
The fevised peace pact was approved as it 
Was read section by section by Chairman 
August Herrmann of the national commis- 
sion at the closing session of the annual 
meeting here. 

At the end of a prolonged session announce- 
ment of the approval of the new agreement 


was made, coupled with the statement that the 
club owners had pledged themselves by a resolu- 
tion to support the agreement in every detail and 
declaring that omissions which were excused in 
the past would not be tolerated in future. 
This resolution, presented by President Eb- 
bets of Brooklyn and unanimously adopted reads: 
The National league, in ado pting the re- 
vised national agreement, will insist that in the 
future all relations between all parties to it 
must be conducted in strict accord with all ite 
provisions, both in letter and in spirit, and 
serves notice that penalties will be inflicted 
against any of its members who may violate 
any of its provisions or cause any friction be- 
tween any parties to it. 


Discuss Pitching Mound. 


Although there had been no joint meeting of the 
playing rules committee of the two leagues, it was 
announced that the National league rules commit- 
tee had suggested that action be taken to stop the 
practice of raising the pitching mound above its 
legal maximum. 

A resolution offered by William Locke, secretary 
of the Pittsburgh club, was adopted providing for 
. stringent methods to suppress wagers in pools or 
any other form of gambling on the grounds of 
any league party to the agreement, and where 
found to be investigated and prosecuted. | 

The league meeting adjourned for the season, 
with the passage of votes of thanks to August 
Herrmann and President Lynch for their wor 
on the agreement, presented by President Murphy 
of Chicago, and the appointment of President 
Lynch to draft resolutiong of sorrow over the 
death of Frederick Knowles, former. secretary 
of the New York club, and the late Judge Elliott 
of Philadelphia.

MOVE TO BAR OUTLAWS? 


Schedule Would Be Arranged to 
Play Games While Big“ 
Clubs Are on the Road. 


BY HANDY ANDY. 

: Continuous baseball at the major league 
ball parks ts not far distant, according to 
a well founded rumor that was heard at 
the meeting dt the American league mag- 
hates yesterday. From one who is in a 
position to know it was learned that a scheme 
is on foot to expand the American associa- 
tion into a twelve club organization after 
the season of 1912 is finished, the four new 
clubs to be put into the cities of Pittsburgh, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, and Detroit, and the 
games in those cities to be played in the 
Parks of the major leagues. 

Whether the major league club owners of 
those cities also would be the owners of 
the assocjation teams was not said, but the 
major league clubs at least would get much 
more use out of their expensive plants and 
of course would share in the profits of the 
minors if it were only by means of rental 
fees. The schedules would be so arranged 
as to avoid conflicts. For instance, the 
Pittsburgh club of the association would be 
booked for games at Forbes field only when 
the Pirates were on the road. 


No Formal Action Taken. 


No formal action along the line of contin- 
uous baseball has yet been taken, but from 
the man who gave cut the tip on the news, it was 
learned that it had been discussed informally by 
big men in both major leagues and magnates of the 
American association. 

Another purpose of the new movement is to dis- 
¢ourage Outlaw leagues from breaking into the 
territory of organized baseball. The proposed Co- 
umbian and United States leagues have figured on 

troi:, Pittsburgh, Cleveland. and Cincinnati, 
unowing that they would have an opportunity to do 
Well in those major league towns because each was 
supporting only one club and the outlaws planned 
to play there while the big team was away. Should 
thé expansion go thrcugh the outlaws would have 
to buck against one team or the other all the time. 

Only in the four named elles is the essociation 
to enter, according to the new plan, but if such 
a move were made in baseball it, wou give an 
opening for all other major league clubs to put their 
parks in use al] the season instead of half the sea- 
gon. Such a movement migh: be followed by the 
International league expanding and going into 
Washington and Brooklyn. 


Might Take In Minors. 


This might be carried on a bit taither and major 
teams in cities where two clube already exist, might 
take in nearby minor leagues. For instance, a 
Three Eyes league eam might be put in Chicago 
to play at Comiskey park and a Wisconsin-—lIllinols 
league club be put in Chicago to play at the Cubs’

weeks when the Reds are making « swing around 
the circult. 

Just how soon the expansion of the Association 
will take plage, cannot be said, but it is thought 
the twelvé c circuit will be in force for the sea- 
gon of 1913.
